places at once. He said- "The sher- 
iff will have to do his duty if we vio- 
late the law and arrest us. If he is of 
the opinion that we are violators he 
will have to take us to Jail and punish 
us like any other criminal.

Aciat from tbe United 
States, there is not, I believe, a country 
on the face of the earth tbat wonld not 
adopt gold monometallism if it bad tbe 
ability to do so. with silver as a sub- 
sidiary or token coinage. There is not 
a country in Europe with any full legal 
tender silver coins but would replace 
them by gold coins if it could do so 
without too great a sacrifice. Germany 
would gladly pat $100,000,000 in cir- 
culation instead of its silver tbalers. 
France and all tbe countries of the Lat- 
in union would replace their full legal 
tender 5 franc pieces by gold could 
they easily get it Russia's demand for 
gold ia unbounded. Austria-Hungary 
cannot get enough, and so of every 
other country in Enropa Japan want* 
gold now tbat it has adopted tbe gold 
standard. Even China shows an inclina- 
tion to follow the example of ite con- 
queror, bnt that, of course, ia ont of the 
question. All South America is crying 
for gold. Chile wants it, Colombia 
want: it. Pern wants it Venezuela has 
some, but wants more. Central America 
waste it Even Mexico, the last strong- 
bold of silver, is feeling tbe bnrden- 
somenesa of its present system in the 
height of its rate of exchange.—R. E.

The greatest water power plant in the 


•world is to be in operation within a 
few months, if the plans af r.lm rarpnra- 
tion controlling it raeet with no obstruc- 
tion. It i» inwaaed to take power from 
the Sc. Luwieuce river and by means of 
tnrbines of 5,000 horsepower each op- 
erate ao -electric plant of almost incal- 
culable strength. John Bogart, the en- 
gineer, of New ¥ozk city has prepared 
the plans, and the contracts are ready to 
he let. The financial part of the busi- 
ness, which means the foraing of a 
company with a capital of millions of 
dollars, is in the hands of Stewart & 
Co., investment brokers. Mr. Stewart 
haa everything iu proper shape now and 
toe work is already going on. 


The plant is to be in an immense 


bnildinpr near Massena, N. 5T., on tbe 
United States side of the St. Lawrence. 
There are 15 turbines, which, with 
6,000 horsepower each, aggregate 75,000 
horsepower. 


The St. Lawrence in the neighbor- 


hood of Massena has a fall of 66 
feet in a distance of about seven 
miles, and the Grass river at Massena 
is 50 feet lower than tbe St Lawrenca 
Engineers have examined every foot of 
the territory for many miles above Mas- 
sena, and after weighing every consider- 
ation and taking advantage of every 
natural advantage, nava come to tfte 
conclusion that Massena is the ideal 
•pot 


A canal connects the St. Lawrence 


with Grass river at a point which 
make* available mncb greater power 
than could be obtained in any other 
way. The proposal is to cot this canal 
8^ miles long, 330 feet broad and 36 
feet deep. Thru, with a working head 
of 40 feet, it will be able to send enongh 
water into the Grass river to develop 
15,000 horsepower. 


As showing the general confidence in 


the enterprise, 13,000,000 worth of 
bonds have been underwritten by an 
English company to build tbe plant 


Manufacturing of all kinds is to be 


established at Masseua as soon as tbe 
electric power is in operation, because 
there will be actually all tbe power 
that can be reqnired for tbe ponderous 
machinery. — Kansas City Times. 


Co-ojwrmtlve Societies' Congrem.

Britain and Ireland recently held their 
twenty-ninth annual co-operative con- 
gress in Perth, Scotland. Tbe reports 
showed a distinct gain for the cause of 
co-operation.

"At one time there was a 
triba which bad been conquered by an- 
other and a penalty was exacted. Some 
of the conquered tribe came over tbe 
Chilkat pass with a certain amount of 
gold, which on being weighed was 
found to be snort of tbe price demanded 
by tbe conquerors. Several chiefs were 
held as hostages while tbe remainder 
of the tribe was directed to -.-rosa the 
mountains and procure a sum sufficient 
to liberate tbw others. They were gone 
several months, and when they came 
back an amount more than needed to 
pay tbe ransom was brought in. Ko one 
conld ascertain whence the money came, 
bnt from tbe direction in which they 
went and tbe length of time occupied 
in making the trip it was believed that 
they went many miles inland. 


"I believe that these men went into 


the passes of the Klondike country and 
picked up by tbe crude means at their 
command enough gold to secure tho 
amount needed to complete the ransom. 
It was a topic of discussion among those 
who were detailed on duty at tbat time, 
and many plans were laid to secure in- 
formation relating to the location of 
the claims, bnt these Indians kept the 
matter secret and wonld never disclose 
where they derived their treasure. I 
believe that even so fur back as 30 years 
ago they went into the country which 
is now exciting the attention of tho 
whole world and obtained tbe money 
necessary to release their relatives."— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

Torrey's head had fallen on his breast. 


The rocking motion of the engiae 


The 
fireman thought him asleep, called to 
him, then pulled him by the arm, and 
Torrey fell to the floor of the cab a 
corpse. 


The fireman stopped the train and 


told the ether trainmen what had hap- 
pened. 


When Torrey died, be was leaning

of submarine plants, ia rapidly creating 
aoeh a bad reparation for iteelf that 
there is already a prospect that it* coa- 
•ompuaa as an article of food may he 
practically abandoned. 


I; has long been known that the con- 


sumption of the oyuter tot infrequently 
gives rise to severe illness. A few yearn 
ago an eminent eargeou in Chicago died 
as tne result of coiunmiog a few raw 
oysters. It ia more recently, however, 
that the fact hits been made clear—and 
it has been established beyond the pos- 
sibility of a doubt—that the oyster is a 
common sourcn of epidemics of typhoid 
fever. The British Medical Journal has 
been particularly active in making this 
fact known to the public, as the result 
of which it is claimed by the leading 
oyster companies of Great B'Hain that 
there has been a decrease ill the con- 
sumption of oysters amounting to three- 
fonrlhs—that is, the quantity require; 
to meet the demand at the present tim 
is only one-fourth that of three or foe 
years ago. 


In their anxiety to save their fcnsi 


ness from utter ruin the oyster com 
pauies have appealed to sanitary an 
tjiurities 
for 
relieving suggestions 


Professor Herdman of Liverpool cow 
Forward with the suggestion that oys 
ters received from foreign parts should 
like cattle, be subjected to quarautiu 
for from ono to four weeks and also sug 
jests that no one should think of con 
raaring oysters withont subjecting them 
to at least ono day's washing in a stream 
of water running from a tap. It is no 
claimed, however, that any of these 
measures will entirely obliterate ty 
Jhoid fever and other poisoning geriuii 
but only to some degree diminish thom 


The companies are, of course, labor 


ng earnestly to recuperate their rapid 
y failing business, and it is according 
y proposed that the government nii.il 
appoint oyster inspectors, whose doty i 
shall be to make careful investigation 
of the bivalves offered for sale ia the 


English markets—to examine their 


nacaths and look at their tongues, so to 
speak—and ascertain whether there re- 
main behind any of the filthy germs 
Tbich they have been in tbo habit o: 


owing iu the pursuit of their life 


alhug. 


It must be clear (o any one that to 


iroviclo for tbo inspection of every oys- 
er—the only metiod by which complete 
tStety could be obtained—would be al- 
together too expensive a process, and 
ono which can never be adopted. Con 
sequent! y it is pretty certain that, how 
over successfully the public alarm may 
be quicKd for the time being, it will 
tx'dtvelop sooacr or later as the result 
cf new outbreaks, and it is to bo 
nestly hoped that the nltip- ui resi.lt 
will bo tho repudiation of tLu oyster as 
an articJo of diet, the germy bivalve 
beiag left alone to pursue unmolested 
the avocation allotted him by nature.—

rove of value. A correspondent of Prai- 


rie Farmer says: A crib should be at 
east a foot from the ground, m tbe cats 
can have a chance to get at the rats and 
mice. Whether you keep dogs and cats 
or not, tbe vermin will not trouble half 


bad if the crib sets well up from the 


ground. If you build a crib, be thorough 
as far as you go. Yon may not build 
expensive ones unless yon choose, but 
they mast be solid to be durable. A corn- 
crib must have some kind of a founda- 
tion that will not settle. Then put on 
&ree 6 by 6 sills' lengthwise. On these 
iay 2 by 6 floor sleepers two feet apart 
For studding use nothing lees tfaun 2 by 
J, two feet apart These must: be wired. 
Put the wires on loose and the corn ^viU 
tighten them all right. I ha einUcuug 
should be 10 feet on tbe low side acti i2 
on the other will be right unless you 
are building a double crib. In a moist 
country a crib 8 feet wide is right Hea- 
we have them 10 or 13 wide. Have tho 
rafters 2 ty 4 and cover with boarxia. 
There is no need of shingles or battings 
tor ear corn in this pare of tbe country. 


Th* Small Grain Harnwt*. 


The Orange Judd Farmer says that 


"western farmers are highly encouraged 
with the splendid sraall grain harvests 
of tbe Mississippi and Alissoari valleys. 
Oklahoma, which a few years ago began 
to raise wheat on a small scale, is now 
credited with a crop all the way np to 
25,000,000 and 30,000,000 bushels, 
which is selling direct from the tbraaber 
at relatively good prices. Kansas has 
perhaps harvested tbe best wheat crop, 
with one exception, in its history, and 
tais ia essentially true of Nebraska. 
States east cf tbe Missouri, with the es- 
ception of parts of Illinois, are also 
turning off good yields of wheat, while 
in Minnesota and the two Dakotas the 
prospect continues brilliant. " 


Bemedy For All Kind* of Urn. 


Lice have been very troublesome oil 


trees as well as vegetables this year, 
judging from reports of correspondents 
and our own observations. For all kinds 
of lice (aphides) strong tobacco tea or 
kerosene emulsion is an effective rem- 
edy. As tbo insects work on the under- 
side of tbe leaf, the liquid should be 
thrown with considerable force from 
beneath. Since tbe leaves curl up after 
tbe pests have worked on them for some 
time, tbe spraying ia most effective if 
a])plied as sc-ou as the Hoe are discov- 
ered. — Farm Journal

Every authority to which I have had ac- 
cass agretw that an acre of soiling crops 
is equal to about three of pasture. Jly 
own experience of about seven years 
toads me to believe that this is quite 
oorrect. Thus writes an Ohio oorre- 
sponde&t of Country Gentleman. Fol- 
lowing are additional extracts from bis 


This saving of land alone will pay 


for cutting and feeding the crops. If it 
is true that one acre of soiling crops is 
worth three of pasture— the question of 
pay hinges on this — will tte rent of two 
acres of fertile, high priced land par 
for catting and feeding out the soiling 
crops grown on one acre? Certainly no 
man who thinks be has not land enough 
should hesitate for a moment to practice 
soiling, partial soiling at least, instead 
of trying to rent or buy more land. 


There are many other reasons in fa- 


vor of this method of feeding live stock, 
only one of which I shall mention in 
this article. It is a well known fact 
that tbe comfort of any animal has a 
great influence on its general health 
and thrift. The animal that has no 
other supply of food than that obtained 
from a short pasture, that must hunt 
almost night and day for a scanty sup- 
ply of food, that is exposed to tbe burn- 
ing sun and tormented by flies, -cannot 
pay its owner much dividend either in 
milk or growth. How different with 
tbe one that has an abundance of soc- 
cnlent food placed before it and still 
baa tb« liberties of a pasture field 1 


This aystsm of partial soiling is one 


of the main things that helped tbe 
writer to get out of debt, to make a 
good farm out of a piece of worthless 
swamp, to make some improvements 
each year and to liva better and enjoy 
more of life. 


Covnr Crop For Orchard*. 


Last fall, at tbe Geneva experiment 


station, was an apple orchard contain- 
ing a "cover crop" of buckwheat and 
p*as. Piofesnor Beach was pleased with 
this combination for sowing in young 
orchards. Buckwheat covers the ground 
and makes a vigorous growth until 
frost comes, as Rural New Yorker ex- 
plains. When this grain is need, tbe 
ground it moist and in a good, friable 
condition, not becoming ao dry and bard 
as it doe* when other cereals ave used. 
One object in sowing buckwheat with 
tbe peas was to keep the latter up off 
he ground so that they would be less 
iable to attack by mildew. The mix- 
ture was found especially useful on 
tard clay knolls, but it does not live 
ihrough tbe winter like the clovers. In 
one sense this is not an objection, for 
spring culture is easier when the crop 
dies down. A combination of winter 
vetch and winter rye has given exoel- 
ent satisfaction as a late crop sown in 
orchards. The indications are that some 
combination of a legume and a cereal 
will give better results than either crop 
used alone. 


Dwarf Tree*. 


To produce dwarf trees the Chinese 


farmers confine tbe roots within a 
small iron bound cask, or tbe more 
rapid method ia to select a vigorous 
branch npcn tbe desired tree and bind 
around it a band of leaf mold. This is 
kept moist until roots creep into tbe 
mold, then the branch i« severed from 
tbe tree. Scon flowers and fruit devel- 
op, for their buds -were formed by tbe 
r.ftTrct tri P.

American Batter In 


The efforts of Secretary of Agricul- 


ture Wilson to enlarge the English 
market for the best American butter 
lave not yet been •wholly successful. The 
market d«i:auds butter almost fresh or 
3Ut slightly saltrn and must have it put 
up in cubical lcs.es instead of tabs, and 
jhese must \vcjgb 56 or 112 pounds 
each. He finds our cousins a little bit 
cranky about batter, and if they take it 
at the best prices it must be put Dp ex- 
pressly for export, says Tbe Farm Jour- 
nal, 
which also calls attention to an 


enlarged foreign outlet through tho 
usual channels of trade ia recent rnnnths 
owing to the nnssually low prices at 
home and tho largely increased produc- 
tion. 


Imeeto In Stored Grain. 


Methods of controlling insects injuri- 


ous to stored grain include preventive 
and insecticidal measures. Among tbe 
first the United States department en- 
tomologist recommends early harvesting 
and thrashing. As a remedy thu bisul- 
phide of carbon treatment ia stated to 
be the simplest, most effective and least 
expensive remedy for all insects that 
affect stored cereals.

One of the impor- 
tant features cf the report is a statement 
of tbe average per capita holdings oJ 
bank funds iu 1896 in all the states anc 
territories of the Union. This statement 
shows that Massachusetts leads all the 
states, with an average of $120.50 for 
every person within its borders, while 
Rhode Island is next, with 1117.31. 
The average for New York is |86.18.

A recont statistical estimate places 


the cumber of newspapers which arc 
annually printed at the enormous figure 
of 12,000,000,000. A mathematician, 
apparently with considerable time at 
his disposal, in order to give a more 
comprehensive idea of this number, 
calculated that a surface of 80,000 
square kilometers could bo covered with 
these papers. The paper alone weighs 
781,240 tons. In case one machine was 
forced to print these millions at the 
rate of one a second 388 years would be 
necessary.

000 meters. Assuming that a person do- 
votes five miunes a day to reading his 
paper, the time used by the entire popu 
lation of tbe world in reading news 
papers each year amounts to 100,000 
years.—New York Tribune.

He determined not 
to allow his usefulness to depart with 
the loss of his hands, however, and as 
soon as ho had recovered sufficiently 
from his injuries to give the matter his 
attention he had made an artificial 
right hand and a half forearm. 


It is a simple but ingenious contriv- 


ance. The artificial part of the arm is 
arranged so as to be securely fastened 
to the stump of the right arm left by 
the explosion. The hand, which is cov- 
ered by a glove, appears perfectly nat 
nral in shape and holds a pen or pencil 
is gracefully as any editor's natural 
hand. A stranger seeing Mr. Blan at 
work at his desk would never imagine 
that the hand was not a real one, with 
blood circulating through it, so thor- 
oughly has the editor got its operations 
under his control. 


By means of a cord, which passes 


from his artificial uria up his right coat 
sleeve, then across his back, then down 
ais left coat sleeve to tbe end of tbe re- 
mainder of his left arm, Mr. Blan u 
enabled to close the fingers of his arti- 
jcial hand and grasp his pen. By keep- 
ng his left elbow bent the tension on 
lie string is continued and the artificial 
fingers hold the pen tightly, while the 
editor controls its course over the white 
japer by a movement of the upper arm 
md shoulder. By this means Mr. Blan 
JOB learned to write with the greatest 
ease, and more rapidly and legibly than 
he average man of his age who has 
wo good hands. For ten years he has 
written with this mechanical hand 
practically all of the editorials and a 
very large amount of the local and ad- 
vertising matter that has gone into his 
paper. About six years ago Mr. Blan 
developed his weekly into a daily and 
ms been successful beyond his ezpecta- 
ions. The daily entailed wore work, 
but the editor ami the aiticial band 
proved equal to the emergency.—Chi- 
ago Times-Herald.
